GOVERNOR AT THE RACES 



CHIEF EXECUTIVE OF FLORIDA OCCUPIES BOX 
AT MONCRIEF PARK. 



Mayor of Jacksonville and Others Prominent in Po- 
litical and Business Circles Likewise in Attend- 
ance — Antenor Scores in Feature Race. 



Jacksonville, Fla.. January 20. — Improved racing 
conditions brought out the full quota of race-goers 
to Mouciief Park this afternoon. There was a de- 
cided improvement in the weather and with it came 
sui improvement in the sport. Evenly balanced fields 
went to the post in a majority of the races and keen 
sport resulted. Three favorites scored, the suceess- 
1 ul choices being Danceaway, Abrasion and Antenor. 
Many persons prominent in local business and po- 
litical circles were present, among them Governor 
Gilchrist, .Mayor Jordan and Senator II. II. Buck- 
maii. who occupied oue of the boxes in the reserved 
section of the grandstand. 

The fourth race, which was the feature, brought 
out a field of good three-year-olds. Antenor and 
M imlinette. coupled as the W. P. Austin entry, 
ruled favorite, and the former won after making all 
Hit* pace. There was a shift of riders in this race, 
Warren lteing substituted for Loftus on Antenor and 
McOaliey for Goose on Patrick S. Why the change 
was made could not be learned. 

The breders’ purse went to Danceaway. lie was 
one of the few stallions to win a race of this kind 
and it means his retirement from the turf. The as- 
sociation is making a special effort to secure stallions 
to cover every county in the state. 

Jockey Gould was suspended for three days by the 
starter for disobedience at t lie post. 

Begone broke down during the running of the 
fifth race and probably will be turned over to the 
Florida Breeding Bureau. 

W. Burbridge. of Havana, was a visitor at Mon- 
crief this afternoon and was loud iu his praise of the 
splendid plant that II. I>. Brown built here. 

Jane Swift, which finished second in the Bidd- 
ers’ purse, was exceedingly lame when she pulled 
up. W. Shields patched up the mare for this 
race and wagered heavily on her chances. 

Captain Presgrave. who trains a large stable of 
horses for Thomas Clyde, is still here. He has in 
training a string of thirty-four horses at Salisbury. 
Md. 'nds is the winter quarters of the Clyde stable, 
u ml many good ones have been developed there. 
The string this year will consist principally of 
two-year-olds. There are fifteen In the Jot and 
nearly all have shown good trials. There arc many 
first-class three-year-olds in the stable that will bear 
watching. Captain Presgrave always has his horses 
ready for the early racing and will be in condition 
to start at Baltimore. The horses are being steadily 
gone along with, and as it will not be long before 
t lie cold weather breaks in the state of Maryland 
they will be coudltoncd for the. harder work to 
come. Probably the best of the older horses is Busy, 
which ran good raws last season. Palhousie is 
said to have greatly improved in the oust few months 
and will be the representative in the stake events. 
Phil Goldstein, who bss been riding in good form 
here, will 1 m* with the string. Killingsworth, an 
apprentice, will do the lightweight work. 

As a result of the success of the novelty races that 
brought together man. machine and lieast. Manager 
Brown is planniug for another style of amusement. 
The next will bo in the way of a race for automo- 
biles alone, to bo run prior to the race for lady 
riders on St. Valentine’s Day. February 14.

California Oral Betting Measure Speedily Reported 
by Legislative Committee After Hearing. 



San Francisco. Cal., January 20. — Starry Night, 
carrying the colors of T. W. Flynn, won the Santa 
Ana Handicap in easy style at Oakland today. She 
was a well-supported outsider in a field of four and, 
closing fast on the inside, came from behind to l»eat 
Pay Streak and Jim Basey. Maxdiee set the pace, 
but quit. Well handled by J. McIntyre, Azo proved 
au easy winner of the mile and a half race. Jim 
Cafferata led until the final hundred yards. Mr. 
Bishop, the medium of a plunge, took the fifth 
front Bucolic. Joe Moser, the favorite, was slow 
in getting into his stride, but ran into the lead 
and then faded away. 

Tlie Public Morals Committee of the Senate and 
Assembly, in joint session at Sacramento today, 
voted unanimously to recommend tin* Walker-Young 
bill, whichi. if adopted, will prohibit oral betting 
and hold the directors of racing associations respon- 
sible for any violation of the law. President T. II. 
Williams of the Pacific Jockey Club, and W. O’B. 
Macdonough. the well-known California breeder, 
made strong speeches against the bill yesterday, 
while District Attorney Donohue of Alameda 
County spoke in its favor. It is expected that tlw* 
bill will conn* up before the Senate early next 
week and the indications arc that it will pass.

bis two starts. The race will be run March 23. 

The Queen’s Prize, a handicap at a mile and a 
half for $5.1)00. will be run at Kcmpton Park April 
17. Many of the best handicap horses are engaged, 
two of last year's crack three -year-olds, Bronzino 
and Charles O’Malley, being conspicuous. L. AVi- 
nans’ Dalmatian, A. Belmont’s Merry Task and J. 
B. Joel’s Waterwced are the Americau-bred candi- 
dates. The Great Metropolitan Handicap will be 
run at Epsom April IS. It is a dash of two miles 
and a quarter for $5,000 and of its forty-eight 
nominations only J. B. Joel’s Waterwced and Major 
.McLaughlin’s Columbus are American -bred. The 

City and Suburban Handicap will be decided at 
Epsom April 19. It is a dash of a mile and a 
quarter for $10,000. but has only attracted two 
Americans. L. Winans* Sir Martin and Dalmatian. 
The $0,250 Victoria Cup will be run at Hurst Park 
Saturday, April 29. It is at seven furlongs with 
forty-seven entries, of which Mr. Whitney’s Per- 
seus, Borrow, Whisk Broom and Basliti. Mr. Winans’ 
Sir Martin and Dalmatian, and Sir William Cooper's 
Top o’ the Morning represent American breeding. 
The Kempton Park Great Jubilee Handicap is the 
richest event of its kind in English spring racing, 
being of the value of $15,000. It will be run at 
Kempton Park May 13 over a mile and a quarter 
course. Last year it was one of the many events 
declared off because of the death of King Edward. 
It lias thirty-nine nominations among which are 
Mr. Whitney’s Whisk Broom, Mr. Winans’ Sir Mar- 
lin ami Dalmatian and Mr. Belmont’s Merry Task. 

The Coronation Cup will be contested at Epsom 
June 1 over the Derby course of a mile and a half. 
It has twenty-four entries, among which are Lem- 
berg, Swynfonl, Winkipop, St. Nat, Charles O’Mal- 
ley. Greenback. Bronzino, St. Anton and Bachelor’s 
Double. The Americans are Sir Martin and Dalma- 
tian. Last year Sir Martin was the winner with

net to the winner. The Ascot Gobi Cup is one of the 
greatest races of the world. It is a dash of two 
aud a half miles for a $2,500 gold eup and $17,500 
added. Major McLaughlin’s Columbus and Mr. 
Winans’ Dalmatian are the only American -breds en- 
gaged and among their possible opponents are such 
formidable racers as Swynfonl, Lemberg. Charles 
O'Malley. St. Nat, Bachelor’s Double, Bronzino. 

Rosed top and others of great 
fame as tried and proved stayers in England and 
France. The Alexandra Plate is another Ascot event 
for stayers. It has $7,500 added and is run over a 
distance of two mih^s, three-quarters and eighty-five 
yards. Columbus is the only American horse nomi- 
nated. 

Among other engagements made for her. Basbt i 
is in the March Stakes of a mile and a quarter to 
be run at Newmarket April 27 and in the Burwell 
Plate at a mile and a half, to be run at the same 
place May 9. Whether she will lie given an edu- 
cational race before the Oaks comes up for decision 
is a problem yet to be decided, but if she is started 
in either of the early events named, she will be 
opposed by good clasti trial horses. Iron Mask and 
Dalmatian arc also i,n the Burwell Plate.
